51 PLACES RAIDED. 
58 ARRESTED BY 
U.S. DRY AGENTS 


Evidence Seized at 42 
Speakeasies and Liquor 
Valued at $15,000 De- 


stroyed in Cleanup. 


The annual pre-Christmas raid 
on saloons, roadhouses and other 
places, begun by Federal agents 
yesterday morning, was concluded 
at 1 a. m. today with the following 
results: 

Number of places raided, 51. 

Persons arrested, 58, including 
three women; 11 more are 
sought. 

Evidence seized in 42 places, 
the remainder being ‘‘dry.” Ad- 
ditional liquor destroyed by 
agents had bootleg value of 
$15,000, according to Deputy 
Prohibition Administrator James 
Dillon. 

“Genuine whisky was found in 

only one place,” Dillon said, “That

If he permits himself to be engaged 
in all kinds of outside enterprises, in furnishing 
entertainment and amusement to great num- 
bers of public gatherings. undertaking to be the 
source of inspiration for every worthy public 
movement, fer all of which he will be earnestly 
- hesought. with the inference that unless he re- 
sponds civilization will break down and the sole 
responsibility will be on him, he will last in of- 
fice about $0 days. There are certain addresses 
which the President must make, certain appeals 
to which he may respond, like this one which 
you have made to me. But in the vast majority 
of cases he must and should decline. 

It can be seen that only by the exercise of the 
greatest care is Mr. Coolidge able to say near the 
end of his tenure of office that he has “been the 
healthiest President that the country has ever had.” 
Woodrow Wilson, who was in the White House at a 
critical time in the nation’s career, suffered a physi- 
cal collapse. He left the White House a broken man 
and never recovered. 

A country place within easy motoring distance of 
Washington weuld give the President an occasional 
breathing spell, a change of air and scene.
